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Allowable subject matter 

Claims 1-26 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
neither discloses nor suggests the following limitations, in the combination with the 
remaining elements in the independent claims: 

a plurality of extension lines extending to the plurality of address 
electrodes, respectively, such that the insulating film is enclosed between 
the plurality of extension lines and the plurality of control lines on the 
second substrate and such that the plurality of extension lines intersect 
with the plurality of control lines to form a plurality of intersecting 
portions, and each of the plurality of extension lines has one 
disconnected portion at the plurality of the intersecting portions such as 
required by claim 1; 

a plurality of extension lines extending to the plurality of address 
electrodes, respectively, such that the insulating film the diode functional 
film generally extend between the plurality of extension lines and the 
plurality of control lines on the second substrate, such that the plurality of 
extension lines intersect with the plurality of control lines to form a 
plurality of intersecting portions, and such that the insulating film has one 
aperture in one of the plurality of intersecting portions such as required 
by claim 9; 
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a plurality of extension lines extending to the plurality of data electrodes, 
respectively, such that the plurality of extension lines have overlapping 
portions which overlap end portions of the control connection lines one 
the second substrate to sandwich the insulating film and the diode 
functional film, wherein the insulating film has aperture portions in one of 
the plurality of intersecting portions and in the overlapping portions such 
as required by claim 18.

Conclusion

display screen. Miyazaki (5,800,232) discloses a plasma addressed display panel. The 
above references do not suggest the claimed invention.
